NEW ORLEANS, La., Sept. 5, 8p. m., 


The sports of the United States are already 
gathering to witness the fight between Billy 
Myerand Jack McAuliffe. Even the sports 
holding $20 checks for the reserved seats are 
trusting nothing tothe uprightness of their 
fellow-men, Dut are scrapping for places, 

Long before the hour announced for the 
opening event in the great carnival of fistsa 
throng gathered before the front entrance of 
the club house on Royal street and over- 
fiowed around to the Clouet and Chartres 
street entrance. Spectators, who atlempted 
to reach the pbullding on foot, had to push, 
force and scramble through thecrowd, The 
linemen and operators are admitted tofix 
the instruments, but every admission caused 
a row among the flashy visitors who 
imagined they were being discriminated 
against in favor of home talent. A 
cordon of police keeps the crowd 
moving on Royal street to allow the 
passage of carriages bearing more distin- 
guished guests. All three entrances will be 
thrown open shortly to admit spectators. 
Prominent visitors entered the club rooms 
through the Royal street entrance, where a 
committee of club members’ was on 
hand to look after them. The holders 
of reserved seats found their way through 


the Clouet street door, whilethe crowd holda- | 


ing geueral admission tickets surged round 
the Charters street entrance for a longtime 
before the doors were openedin their mad 
rush to get in early and gain a point of 
vantage. 

The liveliest part of the house is the 
palatial wine room of the club. 

Every now and then greenbacks flashed on 
the sight fromthe midst of a group of excited 
sportsmen. 

8:30 p. m.—Every seat in the arena istaken, 
the only vacant places visible being the 
private boxes iinmediately surrounding the 
ring. As one entered the arena through 
the narrow gangway leading from the 
rear of the club house the scene was not 
wanting inimpressions. In the garish giare 
of the electric lights, tler after tier of 
eager faces rose and stretched back and up- 
ward. Everybody was talking; everybody 
making predictions. 

The ring is the ususl enciosure, twenty- 
four feet square, surrounded by eight posts, 
with a double line of ropes strung through 
them. Both ropes and posts ure padded and 
quilted with red, white and blue cloth,

Around it on the outside is another enclosure 
of barbed-wire, to shut of all attempts at 
interference. The platform on which the 
ring stood had been maved slightly, soasto 
render it visible fromevery portionof the 
house. Right outside the ring long tables 
were ranged at which sit the newspa- 
per correspondents, who are to writeup the 
fight for the benefit of the thousands who 
haven't got here. Back of these seats are 
the private joxes for the wealthy patrons, 
Nttle 6x4 inclosures, provided with 
chairs. In them are men whose faces

Thirty large electric arc lights throw their 
penetrating glare on the ring, while the 
milder glow of as many kerosene lanterns 
showed thatif the wires were cut the fight 
could still go on. Electric chronometers, 
with attachments standing near the referee’s 
corner showed how the fight will be timed. 

STREETS ALMOST IMPASSIBLE. 

It has been raining heavily for the past 
three hours and the streets in the vicinity of 
the Club-house are almost impassible. 

The amphitheater of the Olymric Club pre- 
sented @ grand appearance at this hour—s 
p.m. There were several thousand people

After forming the Maltese cross the princi- 
pals began todon the gloves. They both 
looked very confident.

FIRST ROUND.

Gilmore insisted on 
another. match and they met again at 
North Judson, Ind, Myer put the Canadian 
out within twenty-eight seconas with a blow 
from his terrible right arm. Danny Need- 
ham, the great lightweight, was his next 
opponent, and Myer got the decision, after 
twenty rounds.

In May he met his first defeat at 
the hands of Andy Bowen at New Or- 
leans. In May of ’92 the men met 
again. After thirty-two rounds the referee 
made the queerest decision on record. It was 
claimed that Myer'had fouled and the ref- 
eree allowed it, but ordered the purse di- 
vided, as Bowen was a whipped man. Bowen 
had fouled Myer continually during the fight. 

Myer’s last battle was with Jimmy Carroll, 
whom he whipped decisively in forty-four 
rounds at the Olympic Club, New Orleans. 

JACK M’AULIFFE. 

Jack McAuliffe, Jack Dempsey and Jack 
Skelly are all graduates of the Palmer street 
cooperage, Brooklyn. When Jack Dempsey 
graduated into the middle-weight class he 
left the light-weight championship to his 
chum. McAuliffe became a shining light 
In pugilistic circles in 1884 by winning 
a lght-weight boxing tournament in 
Madison Square Garden, In Feb- 
ruary of the following year he won the 124- 
pound amateur championship of America 
from a long Hst of competitors. In March of 
the same year the New York Athletic Club 
Offered a prize for the best of nine compet- 
itors in the lightweight class and Jack easily 
carried off the trophy. He carried off first 
honors in another tournament during the 
yearand was thought good enough to be 
made a professional. A match was arranged 
between him and Jack Hopper. The battle 
took place Feb. 27, 1886, Jack finishing is op- 
ponent in seventeen rounds. In October of 
the same year he contested with Billy Frazier | 
for the light-weight championship and se- 
cured his title to it in twenty-one rounds. 
In January, 1887, he went to Canada to meet 
Harry Gilmore, who was atthe zenith of his 
fame, The fight lasted for twenty-eight 
rounds, ending in McAuliffe’s favor. 

In March, 1887, Jem Carney, the noted Eng- 
lish fighter, contested with him for cham- 
pionship honorsanda purge of $5,000. The 
battle lasted five hoursand was declared a 
drawn at the end of the seventy-fourth 
round. He next boxed ten rounds with Patsy 
Kerrigan, the affair being declareda draw.

A MAN WHO PROPOSES TO. KNOCK OUT 
THE CHAMPION, 


The Only Man in America Not Afraid/of 
Sullivan—He Seems Too Modest and 
Mild-Mannered for a Pugilist, buf He 
Has the Strength and espa A 


Lion. 

New York, Sept. 6.—On this earth there 
are 1,500,000,001 people. The odd map isan 
ex-bank clerk who proposes to Cause a na- 
tional calamity on Sept. 7 by thrashing John 
L. Sullivan. Everybody knows Sullivan. A 
great majority of people in this good coun- 
try bave been hypnotized by him, and in 
their minas he bestrices this star-spangied 
land like a colossus. He has thoroughly im- 
pressed them with the idea that he can whip 
anybody onearth. This iswhya good stiff 
punch under Mr. Sulllvan’s left ear would be 
regarded by them as a national calamity. 
In his calculations, however, Mr. Sullivan, 
according to a gambler’s phrase, has over- 
looked a bet. 

Mr. James J. Corbett, the odd man of all 
this immense population, is not subject to 
hypnotic influences, In his eyes Mr. Sullivan 
is only 5 feet 1012 inches in height and would 
not balance the scales with the two-horned 
rhinoceros at Central Park. Mr. Ssullivan’s 
eye has not the baleful white-livered in- 
fluence upon Mr. Corbett that it has upon 
some people, and Mr. Sullivan’s tists are not 
the iron pile drivers that some people would 
have us believe. Inafew words, Mr. Sulll- 
van, according to Mr. Corbett’s mind, is a 
man of medium height, with an abnormal

_Megatherium or the brawniest gladiator that 


ever wore the tiron-bossed cestes of the 
Romans. So much for Mr. Corbett’s opinion. 

Much has been said and written about Mr. 
Corbett’s muscles and but very little about 
his individuality. Inthelr unsparing over- 
hauling of theathlete the critics have lost 
sight of the man. The first and most pleasing 
trait of Corbett’s nature ia his courtesy. It is 
a veneer that covers his actions and words so 
thoroughly that under its smooth surface’one 
could never detect the hard bull-dog nature 
ofafighter. This is possibly why he is called 
‘*Gentleman J!im.’’ No matter how hard he 
may be at work he always hasa word and a 
smile for every persecutor who hangs about 
his quarters. Uniike Mr. Sullivan, be talks 
through both sides of his mouth, and unlike 
Mr. Sullivan, his movements are quick and 
He is boyish toa degreein his ac- 
tions, and this is what makes it so hard to 
believe that he will conquerthe grim and 
hard-fisted Mr. Sullivan. 

Hundreds of men who have visited Cor- 
Arbour have come 
away witha fixed belief that the big Cali- 


/tornian is too genial and kind-hearted fora 
| fighter. 


In the words of one of these visi- 
tors :‘*‘He lacks the patronizing condescension 
’ This isa natural 
mistake. Yet under Corbett’s soft and plau- 
sible exterior tnere isthe dormant ferocity of 
atiger. He is just as bad as any of them 
when it comes down to business. 

On one occasion when Corbett was meeting 
all-comers out West in four-round kKnocx.- 
outs he was confronted bya strapping big 
fellow weighing some 225 hard, muscular 
pounds. Corbett toyed with him good- 
naturedly forone round. Inthe second he 
swung hisright on the big man’s. jaw and 
he went downina heap. The man struggled 
weakly to get up within the ten seconds. 
Corbett ran over, picked him up and stood 
him on his feet. Then gill in his right 
again, he knocked the 225 pounds completely 
out. Wasthis kindness or cruelty? A little 
of both perhaps. Had the man succeeded in 
getting up unassisted he would have been 
alloweda minute forrest. This would only 
have prolonged his agony by deferring the 
inevitable result. By his unhesitating cruelty 
Corbett dic the mana kindness. But why did 
he knock him out atall? Simply because he 
fights fora living, andit was business to do 
so. 

As far as personal appearance goes, Corbett 
isan ideal athlete. Did you ever see the 
statute of Discobolus, the qucit-thrower? Did 
you ever note the long -set muscles, tense and 
thrilling inthe climax of effort, the hard, 
nimbie-looking legs, the strong back and the 
powerful shoulders? ‘Thisis Corbett’s build 
toa fraction. Inthe head and neck alone ts 
there a difference. The head of Disco- 
bolusisthatof an Athenian student. It is 
large, well-poised and classic, Corbett’s 
head is set on a neck like that of a Thessalian 
bull—thick and powerful and sinewy. The 
face is strong and full of character. 

Over Corbett’s bony face rises his stiff pom- 
padour mop, standing up like bristles upon 
the fretful hairbrush. Itis rather long just 
now, but Jim will have it taken off before he 
tackles Sullivan. Critics have said that Cor- 
bett is too narrow across the chest. Yet itis 
this narrowness that gives him his. tremen- 
dous reach. Were he broader chested he 
would be shorter armed. His wind and 
stamina are something wonderful. He can 
hit hard enough, too. Those who saw him 
punch the bag in Madison Square Garden 
came away convinced of that fact. Then, 
again, all the talk about his lack of hitting 
powers comes from men who judge him by 
the past. 

Corbett as he stands to-day is a third better 
man than ever before. The peculiar training 
he has undergone has developed his striking 
muscles wonderfully ; so much so in fact that 
in a recent visit Dr. Pancost picked them out 
as the best developed muscles of his body. 
The Corbett that fought Jackson weighed 176 
pounds, imperiectly trained. The VUorbett 
that willfight Sullivan on Wednesday next 
will weigh between 187 and 190 pounds, 
after three months of hard training. The 
difference is that between what may be 
termed callow manhood and the brawn 
strength ofa full-fledged man. His stomac 
is fullof hard ridges that have all the ap- 
pearance of wire cables, and his legs look 
like those of a thoroughbred. They seem 
compactcords of muscle from the size of a 
fiddle-string up to a two-inch hempen rope. 

The difference between Corbett and Sulll- 
van, although not so marked as that between 
those ancient gladiators, David and Goliath, 
has still many points of resemblanee. Sulli- 
van has a torso like that of a behemoth. His 
strength is terrific, and whenever he hits a 
man under the ear the unfortunate individual 
temporarily forgets mother, home and 
friends. But can he land on Corbett? The 
build of the latter isthatofat ughbred 
borse.

Thetrouble was that Cor- 
bett laid over Sunday in Charlotte and It be- 
inganidealsummer day Jim put it in at 
what he considered the best advantage, so 
he hireda hack and drove a few miles 
through the country and ran back. ‘The last 
mile orsoofhis run was within the city 
4imits. This in addition to his punch- 
ing the bag and going through 
with the rest of histraining in his private 
car caused allthe trouble. No one had the 
Slightest suspicion of trouble until after mid- 
night, when Billy Delaney, who Is with Cor- 
bett’s train, was warned of the danger and 
told to get Corbett and his party out of the 
State as quickly as possible, as the Solicitor- 
General, who fs a lawyer and preacher, 
was' going to have Corbett’arrestedjin the 
morning for desecrating the Sabbath, The 
entire party had retired for the night with 
the exception of Delaney. As they were 
lodged in different hotels it took some time to 
get them all together without exciting sus- 
picion. By 2 o’clock, however, they were 
all on hand, and whep train No. 9 arrived 
from Washington Corbett was stowed away 
in one of the sleepers, while another member 
of the party occupied his bed in his private 
car, who was readyto stand arrest in case 
the train was detained. At 2:20, j&st as the 
train was about to leave the depot, the 
Corbett training car was attached to the 
train and drawn out of Charlotte in safety. 
There were a number of police officers gath- 
ered around thetrain, Dut no attempt was 
made todetain the train, though they had 
xohne to the trouble of locating Corbett’s 
room in the hotel. It ‘ts thought the 
sudden departure of the Corbett party rather 
took them by surprise, and occurred before 
they were ready to make the raid, The 
party got here by 5 a. m. The boys 
were tired and they went to bed 
and slept until 10 o’clock. Corbett went 
into his own car shortly after leaving Char- 
lotte and slept soundly until7a. m., when he 
got up and exercised for half an hour or so 
before going to the Merchants’ Hotel for 
breakfast. He took avery hearty meal of 
two steaks, three soft boiled eggs, fried 
potatoes, griddle cakes and four cups of 
tea. After breakfast he spentan hour play- 
ing billiardsand then put in the rest of his 
time going through the regular course of 
training, which he will continue even on the 
day ofthe fight. He telegraphed Phil Dwyer 
astohis whereabouts and condition, The 
party left for Atlanta at 11:45 a. in. 


HARD AT WORK. 


SPENDS HIS MORNIRG 
GYMNASIUM, 
New ORLEANS, La., Sept. 5.—Without a 
stitch of clothing on him, Champion Sullivan, 
at9o’clock this morning, was rolling about 
atthe St. Charles Hotel on his bed, The 
morning papers had been furnished him, and 
as the big fellow lolled about he read what 
local reporters had yesterday written of his 
arrival and of his movements during Sunday. 
The big fighter had been permitted to sleep 
somewhat later than usual. He hadnotuntil 
last night slept in a full bed since Wednesday 
night last week at Philadelphia. The com- 
fort of being able to extend himself without 
bunting his toes against the side of a car or 


thumping his elbows against a car window, 
was remarked by Suplivan after he had 
turned in last night. 


When he had been awakened this morning, 
Sullivan sent for his breakfast to be served in 
his room. Chops were the backbone of the 
breakfast, and after their consumption he 
tumbled about at his ease. :oon after 10 
o’clock Casey. after a brief absence from the 
room, returned. and ordered his man to get 
in shape for his morning’s work. Trousers, 
sweater and alight coat were donned with 
the aid ofthe vaiet, and shortly after the 
champion with his trainer and handlers en- 
tered a carriage and were driven to the 
Young Men’s Gymnastic Club, where Sullivan 
proceeded to his exercise.

Jack McAuliffe of Brooklyn, N. ¥., and 
Billy Myer, of Streator, lil., America’s great- 
est, cleverest Oyhters in the light-welght 
class, will battle to-night In the arena of the 
Olympic Athletic Club, New Orleans, for a 
stake of ¢10,009 and a purse of $12,500 hung up 
by the club. : 

Since McAuliffe went into training 
at Bay _ St. Louts reports from 
his quarters have not reflected 
credit on the auburn-haired pugilist or show 
him to be properly appreciative of the Olym- 
pic Club’s generosity or his backer’s confi» 
dence. However, a great deal that has beep 


Jack McAuliffe. ' 
said can not be taken as gospel truth, The 
light-weight champion has taken the trouble 
toemyhatically deny the stories anent _his 
bibulosity, a fact which might go to show 
that there was some fire behind all the 
smoke. . 

The Issue of to-night’s battle will be largely 
dependent on McAuliffe’s condition, and the 
outcome is uncertain mainly because Mc- 
Aullffe’s condition is uncertain. Had Me- 
Aullffe trained longand faithfully to remedy 
the defects that years of dissipated living 


had left in his system, the outlook would Be - 


different. Jack in perfect condition would 
be more than Myer’s equal, fora cleverer 
sparrer,two-handed fighter and ring tactician 
never entered the ring, But just at present 
he can not be said to be at his best. 

When President Noel conceived the idea of 
bringing the premier Ught-weights together 
in connection with tho Sulllvan-Corbett 
event, be found Jack McAuliffe at Hot 
Springs, fat, dissipated and as thoroughly 
out of condition as a fighter well could be, 
After his battle with Jimmy Carroll he had 
announced his intention of leaving the ring, 
as he hated the idea of training down to 
weight. He was the possessor of the light- 
weight belt, but he had. been. hoki- 
ing it for a long time on 
suspicion ashe refused to get himself down 
to fight at 133 pounds, the light-weignt chain- 
plonship Hmit. Luckily for devotees of the 
ring Jack was rather down on his’luck, and 
seeing nothing brighter in prospect overcame 
his reluctance and accepted the Olympic 
Club’s offer. 

McAuliffe’s ideas on tratning are different 
from that of any pugilist that ever 
fitted himself to enter a rinx. 
He absolutely refuses to submit 
himself to any other man’srules for condt- 
tioning, but does just what be thinks is best 
forhim and employs trainers only to agsist 
him in carrying out hisown ideas. He de- 
cides what he shall eat and what he shall do, 
He takes charge ofthe trainers, not they 
him. The two worst features inthe methods 
he has em ployed at Bay St. Louis were irreg- 
ularity in exercise and a trifie too much beer, 
The utility of McAuliffe’s method will be 
thoroughly tested to-night. 

Myer’s condition in striking  con- 
trast to that of nis opponent is 
an absolute certainty. There is nothing 
Vague or questionable about it. He is fo- 
toriously the best conditioner in pugilistic 
circles to-day, not even barring Bob F im- 
mons. As longas he follows pueilism a 
livelihood hisideais to never do anything 
that might In any way injure his system or 
interfere with his pugilistic prospects. Hig 
training for to-night’s battle has been of. the 
most crucical character and carried on intelile 
gently, witha view to overcome whatever 
shortcomings were apparent in his 
battle with his present antagonist.

: Big Turnouts of Workingmen to 
Celebrate Labor Day. 


> Fifteen Thousand Sons of Toil Take 
Part in the Parade. 


THE GREATEST DEMONSTRATION EVER 
MADE BY LABOR IN 6T. LOUIS. 


Neat Uniforms Worn by Most of the 
Organizations—The Monster FPienic 
Held at Concordia Park—E£ast St. Louis 
Also Witnesses the Biggest Labor Day 
Celebration in Its History—The Day 
Generally Observed Throughout the 
Country as a Holiday and Made the 
Occasion of Parades. 


Labor Day was celebrated to-day by a 
demonstration which eclipsed the efforts of 
all previous years. Fully 15,000 men particl- 
pated in the parade, which was the largest 
and handsomest procession the laboring 
‘classes ever gave inthiscity, It showed that 
the observance of Labor Day is grow- 
ing, and that all classes of work- 
ingmen are in favor of making it 
@ general holiday. The day signifies noth- 
ing. Itis merely a day set aside each year 
for a demonstration, and is not in 
celebration of any event in his- 
tory of the country or of the 
labor movementinthe United States. May 
Day isthe day set aside for the eight-hour 
aemonstration, and is equally well observed 
by the laboring classes. 

Though the parade did not start until 2:30 
o’clock members of various unions began 
reporting at Twelfth street as early as 10 
“o’clock. As the sun neared the meridian 
at noon martial music was heard on every 
side in the distance and the 
unions began pouring into the 
square from every direction.’ Every 
union seemed to haye a band or drum corps. 
The carpenters 60 strong came down from 
the north headed by a band, 
while at the same time the bras: 
workers’ helmets glimmered in the sunlight 
away offto the south. Rehind them came the 
white-helmeted printers of Typrographical 
Union No, 8, with a regular weli-drilled 
step. For the next two hours all was appa- 
rently confusion on ‘Twelfth street. Bands 
played, marshals shouted and unions were 
shifted from one placetoanother. Atlastat 
2:30 o’clock the parade started. As it moved 
away the unions fell into line and when 
formed the procession was as follows:

Cholera Fails to Pass the Barriers 
of Quarantine. 


So Far No Case of the Plague Has 
Appeared in New York. 


BECRETARY FOSTER AND DR. HAMIL- 
TON AT HOFFMAN’S ISLAND. 


Unfounded Report That Mr. R. C. Kerens 
of St. Louis Is On the Normannia— 
All the Immigrants of the Detained 
Ships Sent to the Island—The Cabin 
Passengers Still on Board—Ships Now 
at Quarantine—Those fo0on to Arrive. 


New York, Sept. 5.—The situation at quar- 
antine is, sofaras any information has been 
obtained, practically unchanged since Dr. 
Jenkins returned from the island last night, 
and reported two additional deaths on the 
Normania, one on the Rugia and one on the 
Moravia. 

At the health officer’s quarters ail was 
quiet at midnight, and the fleet at anchor off 
the upper boarding station was being slowly 
enveloped in a mantle of fog, which was 
lazily wafted from the Lower Bay, like a pall 
from the pest fleet at anchor within the 
boundaries of the sanitary roadstead. When 
the lights aboard no longer twinkled there 
came sharply to the earthe tones of the fog 
bells struck by the anchor watch. La Bour- 
gogne, the French liner, was first heard 
from, anderethe echoes against the bluffs 
on which stands the residence of the 
health officer, had died uway, the signal was 
taken up by the Fulda. the stubbenhuk, the 
Darmstadt and the Brilliant; the latter last, 
as became her position as the least impor- 
tant of the squadron in point of number of 
lives aboard. Like funeral bells tolling for 
the unfortunates of the infected ships seemed 
the warnings from the fleet, the strokes 
rapid withal, as if to emphasize the desire 
to be free from restraint and anxiety to be 
safely moored at their respective plers. For 
an hour the voices of the night continued, 
and then, asifthe mournful procession had 
passed, their doleful music ceased and the 
outlines of the fioating homes of hundreds oj 
weary watclers within the motionless hulls 
came into sharp rejief on the surface of the 
tide rushing inward throughout tue nar- 
rows. 

At daybreak lights were extinguished and 
smoke curling from the tugs at the quaran- 
tine dock served all too forcibly as a re- 
minder of the sorrowful round of inspection 
that would make the sixth day since the ar- 
rival of the first inspected vessel. 

The developments of sunday gave token of 
what might be expected to-day, and as the 
efficials began thelr round each face too 
plainly indicated the dread question: ‘*What 
will the harvest be?’’ 

AN ARMED PATROL. 

No communication whatever has been made 
from upper to lower quarantine, so it Is lm- 
possible to say whether there are any new 
cases uptil Dr. Jenkins has received news 
and imparts it in his own time to the news- 
papers. He has sent a request to Mayor 
Grant for six patrol officers, who will be sta- 


tioned at quarantine and arrest any person | 
or persons endeavoring to communicate with | 


the vessels in the lower Day. 

All the passengers in the steerage of the 
Normannia have been transferred to Hoft- 
man Island, where they will remain under 
observation. Six cases of cholera were 
transferred to the hospital on Swinburne 
Island. This leavesthe Normannia with no 
one sick on board and with no steerage pas- 
sengers. 

The Moravia has no sick, but 
steerage passengers on board. 

The Rugia has no sick and her cabin and 
steerage passengers are on board No fresh 
cases are likely to breake out on the Norman- 
nia now that her emigrants have been re- 
moved and that their quarters have been 
thoroughly fumigated. The steerage passeR- 
gers on Hoffman Island are of course liable to 
develop the aisease, but they will be trans- 
ferred to the hospital on Swinburne Island if 
taken sick. 

The cabin passengers of the Normannia 
may look forward shortly toa definite an- 
nouncement asto the date on which they 
will be permitted to land as the time they 
will be kept on board will be a stated number 
of days after the last deaths occurred on 
board the ship. The steerage passengers of 
the Rugia will be taken on shore to-day and 
kept under observation inthe same manner 
andthe steamer will be thoroughly disin- 
fected. The same proce dure will obtain in 
the case of the Moravia. 

AT UPPER QUARANXTINE. 

At present the vessels at Upper Quarantine 
are LaBourgogne, from Havre; the Fulda, 
from Genoa; Darmstadt, from Bremen, and 
the Brilliant, ofl tank, from Hamburg. 

The Bourgogne will be visited by the doctor 
to-day, and some decision may be come to as 
to the cabin passengers. The strong affi- 
davits of the different inspection bureaus 
and strong indorsement of the Consul at 
Hiavre, who as good as gave her a clean Dill 
of health, and probably would have done so 
had not Havre been declared an infected 
port, will weigh strongly with Dr. JenFins. 
There is a possibility of their being released 
to-day, and consequently there ts likely to be 
some clash between the Federal and health 
authorities if it takes place, as it is said that 
the Collector of Customs will not allow them 
to land. 

The Fulda is not likely to suffer much in- 
convenience, as she came from Genoa and 
has had no sickness, and as Italy is entirely 
free from the cholera. 

The Darmstadt, from Bremen, will prob- 
ably be put througha severe course, as she 
came from Bremen, which, although free 
trom cholera, is not farfrom Hamburg, and 
as she hasalarge number of linmigrants on 
board.

spite of the additional deaths from cholera 
on board the steamers detained at Quaran- 
tine. The Health Board-representatives and 
Quarantine officials are working night and 
day in their efforts to guard against any 


city; but the public at large, while admitting 
that the situation is serious, is going about 
its business as usual. It is true that disin- 
fectants are having a large sale and that 
people are cleaning their houses and looking 
to their drainage with more than the usual 
care, but this is not done with any feeling of 
alarm, but simply as a matter of precaution. 
The weather here fordays past has been de- 
lightfully bracing, and this has a great share 
in calming the public mind and leading ev- 
erybody to hope that the cholera cloud will 
not hover over New York Bay for any great 
length of time. 

The quarantine officials were greatly re- 
lieved to find that there were no pest ships 
amongthe steamers arriving at this port 
yesterday, These officers are over-excited 
and overworked as it is, ahd any further 
strain upon them would have hindered their 
usefulness to a considerable degree. 

There is no doubt that the passengers de- 
tained on board the so-called pest ships are 
considerably alarmed and that they are ina 
decidedly unenvia ble position; but the clear, 
cool weather, bright sunshine and attention 
paid to them by the ship’s officers and health 
authorities of the post go far to make their 
lot less hard to bear. Every drop of water 
used on board the detained steamers is boiled 
before being used, only hot food is partaken 
of and disinfectants are freely sprinkled 
about the unfortunate steamers. Thus, the 
danger of a spread of the disease on board of 
any of the quarantined vessels is very small. 

TARGET FOR CRITICS. 

Dr. Jenkins, the chief health officerof the 
port, is probably the most werried man in 
the world. The reporters alone make life 
hardly worth living in his case, and now 
criticisms of his conduct are beginning to 
pourin from all sides. The following isa 
sample ofthe communications sent to the 
newspapers: 

To the Editor: 

Who is Dr. Jenkins. the antocrat, who defies the 
authorities of the United States’ Why are the lives 
of the people placed in danger by the desires of a 
person who isnotan eminent physician, but who 
owes his present position to his brother-in-law, 
tuachard Croker, who is at present dictator of New 
York City? Ifthe people knew the antecedents of 
Dr. JenkinsIdo not think he wouid remain long 
where he is, but a competent physician, or board of 


physicians, be given the proper authority. 
INVESTIGATE, 


This letter, it will be noticed, contains se- 
rious reflections upon Dr. Jenkins and will 
most likely receive further attentionin due 
course of time. 

The hotels are not suffering to any noticea- 
ble degree from the cholera scare, and peo- 
ple who have been summering outside of New 
york City are returning to their homes, 
bronzed and cheery, as if no such unwelcome 
visitor as King Cholera was Knocking at our 
gates. 

To-day, Labor Day,is a holiday and New 
Yorkers are preparing to celebrate it to their 
utmecst: crowded excursion boats are pass 
ingthe cholera ships on their way to Coney 
Island and Rockaway Beach and were not 
alarmed atthe news contained inthe news. 
papers, and no one would believe that such a 
thingas cholera was being talked of, much 
less apprehended in our midst. As previously 
stated, the weather prevailing here since the 
day after the first cholera ship arrived has 
been so delightfully cool and bright that ev- 
ery body feels cheerfuland ailare hoping for 
the best. 

The Brilliant, although from Hamburg, has 
only her crew, and asthey have no sickness, 
assure her being coim- 
pletely free from infection. 

FEARS FOR THE SCANDIA. 

The next vessels about which there is 
anxiety are the Elbe and Scandia. 
former left Bremen on Aug. 27, and is due to- 
night or to-morrow. The latter due to-night, 
was originally stated to be going to Balti- 
more, but she will come here instead. She Is 
likely to be full of emigrantsand may have 
cholera on board. She !{s thefirst incoming 
steamer on whom all eyes are Kept. 

The Morgan Line steamer Elsal arrived 
this morning from New Orleans. The Atlas 
Line Allen got in from Haytian ports, and 
the Clyde Line steamship Iroquois, from 
Jacksonville. Thefreight steamship Miran- 
She 
left the other side before there was any out- 
break of cholera in that vicinity. She was 
fumigated at Quarantine and allowed to 
come up to her dock. 

Allofthe coastwise steamships were al- 
lowed tocomeup to their docks after being 
visited by the health officers and all on board 
found well. 

Dr. Tallmadge made another visit tothe La 
Bourgogne, Fuida, Darmstadt and Stubben- 
huk this morning. He reported that no sick- 
ness had broken out since his last visit. He 
could not say positively if he would allow any 
of the vessels to come up to the docks to-day. 

After his visit to the Darmstadt he ordered 
her to be fumigated again, although she had 
been disinfected before. It has been the cus- 
tom to fumigate but once, but the health 
officers have decided to fumigate often in 
some cases. 

VIEWING THE SITUATION, 

This afternoon .Dr. Jenkins went to the 
Lower Bay on the cutter State of New York 
with a party of health officers from various 
States. They will make the usual tour. 

The personnel of the party is: Dr. McCor- 
mick, Secretary of the Kentucky Board of 
Health; Dr. Baker, Secretary of the Michigan 
State Board of Heaith; Dr. Watson, Secre- 
tary of the New Hampshire Board of Health ; 
Dr. Lindsay of the Connecticut State Board 
of Health; Dr. Batch, Secretary of the New 
York State Board of Health, and Dr. Brice, 
Provincial Health Officer of Ontario. 

Secretary Seguine accompanied the party 
and while they are inspecting the islands he 
will distribute a monster mall. Packages 
for friends are being sentdown from quar- 
antine and nota few of the notables are be- 
ing well remembered with delicacies. 

Secretary Foster and Surgeon-General 
Hamilton left New York by the 1l o’clock 
boat onthe Rapid Transit and the cutter 
State of New York went to Cliftonto meet 
them. 

At 1 o’clock this morning, while Capt. 
Harry McKenzie of the health tug Crystal 
Water was taking some supplies to the Nor- 
mannia, he noticed when within a hundred 
yards of the Normannia two strange tugs lying 
near by. One ofthetugs had no lights up.

Dr. Tallmadge reports that ail the patients 
on Swinburne Island were doing well atl 
o’clock to-day. 

The tug Nichols with the Italian reception 
committee boarded the transport Gargialino 
off Tompkinsville, S. I., at 8:45 a. m. to-day. 
At 9:10 a. m. the Cargializa was released 
from quarantine and proceeded to the city.

IN THE PEST HOSPITALS. 

A well-known physician of New York City 
went into voluntary exile yesterday to re- 
main for no one knows how wwe in the pest 
hospitals at Swinburne Island. He is Dr. 
Byron, the scientist and bacteriological ex- 
ag and lecturer at the Loomis Laboratory. 

le bas givenup his large practice for the 
time being and will remain on Swinburne 
Island to fight the cholera. He will be forced 
to quarantine himself as strictly as any of his 
patients are quarantined and he does not ex. 
pect to set foot in New York again till the dan- 
geris over. He made light of the risk he was 
running and was not desirous of saying much 
about his action, but he acknowledged that 
it would involve a (financial. sacritice, 
as the salary paid him by the 
State would not nearly equal the in- 
come which he derives from his regular prac- 
tice. Dr. Byron went to quarantine at first 
only asa bacteriological expert and did not 
exjpecttodoanything except make examl- 
nations and microscopical analyses. But he 
was requested toremain andtake charge of 
the pest station at Swinburne Island and he 
decided that it was his duty as a physician 
to accept thecall. He, however, is inclined 
to take a favorable view of the situation and 
thinks that the trouble at quarantine will be 
over in probably five or six weeks. 

**Frost will kill the disease,’’ he said, *‘but 
if itdoes not develop now and the proper 
Sanitary precautions are not taken and if 
the vigilance of the Board of Health of the 
city should be relaxed in the slightest degree 
cholera might break out in the spring and 
that would be a bad matter.’’ 

**What result did your bacteriological ex- 
perimentation on the cholera discharges 
from the Normannia and Rugia have?’’ 

**Well, ldon’t wish to say officially and 
positively but Il have no doubt whatever that 
the cases are those of true Asiatic cholera. 
The symptoms of the patients of the Noman- 
nia and the Rugiaare too violent for any- 
thing else, and they are those of cholera 
Asiatic. Thetermcholerine which has been 
used onthe ships is a most elastic term. 
The word meansa mild case of cholera 
Asiatica, These cases were not mild.’’ 


HOW PATIENTS DIF. 


**Do the patients suffer any pain?’’ 

‘*‘No; there is no pain connected 
Asiatic cholera. 
This is one of the things which 
«holera Asiatica from cholera morbus. In 
the latter the pain comes at once. In true 
cholera the patient Vecomes apathetic and 
suffers hardly any pain. It is really an easy 
death. Cholera patients die from asphyxia- 
tion. The terrible vomiting and discharges 
thin the biood so greatly that what material 
is left in the blood coagulates and refuses to 
circulate. This produces an excess of car- 
bonic acid gasin the system, which causes 
asphyxiation. This Same carbonic acid gas 
is what numbs the pain and renders the pa- 
tients toa large extent insensible to pain. 
The only pain during the progress of the dis- 
ease consists of crampsin the calves of the 
legs which are due to refiex action. The 
cramps in the bowels do not begin till the 
end, when death approaches, We are 
treating the patients now withthe salt and 
water remedy discovered by the Italian phy- 
Sicilian, Dr. Catania, Known as. hypodermo- 
clysis. Weinject a weak solution of salt and 
water, about one part of salt to 7,000 of water 
warmed up to the temperature of the human 
body. Asfast as the fluid matter of the 
blood leaves the patient we renew it by 
injecting this solution underthe skin. We

KVERY SYMPTOM OF CHOLERA. 

‘*The symptoms ofthe patients are those 
of Asiatic cholera,’’ said Dr. Byron. ‘‘The 
dead people had all the appearance of chol- 
era dead, Their eyes were sunken deeply in 
the sockets, the skin dry and like parchment 
so thatit could be pulled out from the body 
and so inelastic it would stay away and their 
frames were of course wasted away sothat 
they looked like skeletons with the skin 
stretched over it.’’ 

‘*Were their faces of the bluish-black hue 
of which we have heard so muchas being 
the characteristic symptoms of cholera ina 
dead patient?’’ 

**That bDluish-black hue is due only to the 
fact that whatis lett of the veinous blood 
has become coagulated and there Is so little 
left of it that the arterial blood shows 
through the blue arteries, which producesa 
peculiar livid hue and makes cholera dead 
awtul,’’ 

The patients who died late on Saturday 
night were taken to the cemetery and 
burned. The cremation lasted several hours 
and no vestige was left ofthe dead after it 
was finished. Dr. Byron was asked whether 
all the dead, if there shall be more, would be 
burned. He said that of course that crema- 
tion was considered the safest thing, but that 
many people had a greathorrorof it and If 
the relatives of any who might die should ob- 
ject to this mode of disposing of the bodies, 
another method would be used. 

Swinburne Island has the necessary appli- 
ances for embalming the bodies and if neces- 
sary to satisfy relatives,the bodies of cholera 
dead can be embalmed. 
balming used tn their case, however, will be 


embalming. It will be much like 
ancient method of the Egyptians in 
préparing their mummnies. The bodies become 
dried up entirely and look much Ike mum- 
mies. They can be preserved for a 
time and all danger of infection igs destroyed 
by this method. These are the only two 
methods to be used in the case of cholera 
patients. It would, of course, be utterly out 
of the question to bury them, forthat would 
invite a spread ofthe infection. After they 
are embalmed they will be kept in a special 
vault on Swinburne Island for a certain 
length of time to make assurance doubly 
sure, 

‘‘The first cabin passenger of the Nor- 
mannta, Jacob Hyneman, who died on Aug. 
31, and whose disease was first reported 
cholera, really died from diabetes. In dia- 
betes the bowels are Often affected, and no 
doubt he showed some symptoms which 
naturally looked suspicious when Asiatic 
cholera is on board,’’ said Dr. Byron. 


COLD WEATHER AND CHOLREA. 

It is the general impression that coid 
weather isa ese Bag were of the bacilli and 
if the scourge can kept from landing here 
until frost no further danger need be feared. 
Dr. Charles F. Roberts, Chief of the Bureau 
of Contagious Diseases, was asked yesterday 
if this was true.

As soon as 
eafter the Moravia arrived here the 
infected ship was thoroughly cleaned, and 
everything that could have possibly become 
contaminated by the disease was destroyed. 
Then the ship was fumigated and every effort 
made to drive the germs from every quarter 
of it. How thoroughly we succeeded in doing 
this is proved by the failure of Dr. Byron to 
discover any kind of germs.’’ 

Dr. Byron had taken pieces of neceenes 
clothing and other articles from the Moravia 
to the laboratories of the University of New 
York and to the one on Swinburne Island. He 
was to cultivate the germs supposed to be 
clinging to them in order to ascertain 
whether they were the bacilli discovered by 
Dr. Koch. Unfortunately hae was unable to 
procure anything infested with this pest. 

Dr. Cyrus Edson, Chiefofthe Sanitary Bu- 
reau, said there aretwo methods for caring 
for cholera victims. One was the surgical 
method, which consists in part of njecsag 
saltand water intothe blood in order to fee 
the bacilli, that they may not weaken the life 
fluid os to exhaust the patient while he is un- 
dergoing <reatment, and the other is 
by using sulphate of copper, which acts as 
an astringent and kills the bacilli. 

Dr, Edson said: 

‘‘Wearea great deal better prepared to 
handle cholera than typhus fever. In fact we 
are thoroughly equipped tofight the deadly 
child of Asia, and ifitcomes here we expect 
to be able to vanquish it in short order.’’ 

THE COST OF DETENTION,

This hot bath 
is practically sufficient for the destruc- 
tion of ordinary disease germs, but under 
the extraordinary circumstances now ruling 
the disinfection does not stop there by any 
means. After the vessel has been opened 
again, and while it is still hot and moist from 
steam vapor, sulphur is putin. The quantity 
used is five pounds toevery thousand square 
feet. This is set afire and the vessel is again 
closed while it burns. 

CLEANING FRRIGHT AND BAGGAGE. 


The disinfecting of freight and baggage Is | 


something which calls for much discretion, 
as different kinds of merchandise require 
different modes of treatment. Baggage 
which can withstand steam might be ruined 
by chlorane gas or bi-chloride of mercury. 
According to his discretion, therefore, the 
health officer orders disinfection, either by 
means of applying hot steam or by chlorine 
gas, where the disinfecting is done by fum!- 
gation. If fumigation be impracticable 
washing with bi-chibride of mercury is re 
sorted to. 

The three physicians whoare primarily re- 
sponsible for boarding vessels as soon as they 
agrive—Drs. Jenkins, Talimadge and Sanborn 
—are thoroughly tired. Dr. Tallmadge, who 
is now doing most of the boarding, Dr. San- 
born having been detailed toduty on Hoff- 
man Island in thé Lower Bay, has been stead- 
ily at work without a (lay’s rest since Aug. 5. 
At daybreak each morning the doctors have 
to be out and begin boarding ships, and their 
work does not end with sunset, as it does In 
ordinary times. They have to Keep on the 
watch till after midnight each night. 

ALLEGED DISCRIMINATION. 

The cholera was talkedat yesterday’s méet- 
meeting of the Central Labor Federation,and 
complaint was made that Health Officer Jen-

St. PETERSBURG, Sept. 5.—There were re- 
ported throughout Russia on Friday 3,183 new 
cases of cholera and 1,751 deaths from the 
disease. In the City of St. Petersburg 103 
new cases and forty deaths were reparted 
yesterday. It should again be pointed out, 
however, that these figures include only the 
patients who are taken to the hospitals and 
who die in them. 

The returns are delivered daily at the Town 
Hall on the best methods of disinfection. 
Some four hundred ladies have volunteered 
their services as Sisters of Charity. Some of 
these, as well as those who have attended 
the disinfection classes, will give their ser- 


vices gratuitously, while others will be paid 
at the rate of 1 rouble a day.

Negroes Brutally Treated in a Rail- 
road Camp. 


HALF STARVED AND SWINDLED OUT OF 
THEIR EARNINGS. 


Guarded From Escape byan Armed Force 
of Hired Ruffians—Laborers Held in 
Virtual Bondage—Indicted Minera Set 
Free at Wardner—Trades Union Con- 
gress at Glasgow. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., Sept. 5:—Serious trou- 
ble is threatened on the Wilkesbarre & East- 
ern Railroad at a point about eight miles 
from Pittston and twenty-fivejmiles from this 
city by 300 negross, whoare employed under 
contractors as. day laborers. The men say 
they are ill-fed, poorly housed, poorly paid, 
and treated as slaves. They have been com - 
pelled to work hard and under the threaten- 
ing cover of guns, pistols and Dillies. The 
scene of the trouble is in the heart of a 
mountainous, sparsely settled district, thick- 
ly wooded, and, though but eight miles away 
from a large city, there are few evidences of 
any civilization and no communication with 
the town except by the railroad itself, 
cut through gullies and ravines, and along 
the precipitous sides of the imnountains or 
over narrow paths, former Indian trails. 
Unless the men Know the route it would bea 
hard matter for them to find their way out to 
Pittston or Avera, small towns within fifteen 
or twenty miles. The railroad company has 


let out contracts for leveling the forest and 


preparing theroute. The work is very ardu- 
ous, much of it beingon the moun tain side, 
and is necessarily slow. 

Contractor Thomas Conway hascharg3 of 
the building of about ten miles of the route 
and he is the man who has caused the trou- 
Three months agg, when work was be- 
ckunnear the point where the trouble is, 
Conway brought up from Virginia some three 
hundred negroes to work forhim. ‘the men 
Say they were attracted tothe place by the 
alluring promises of the contractor.

The pistol 
was taken away from the laborer and he was 
led away and, it is said, severely puntshed. 

When the coiored man’s companions 
learned of the harsh treatment he had re- 
ceived they became greatly enraged. They 
gathered and started to wreak their fary on 
the foreman, He had been warned and 
when they approached he commanded 
them to disperse and return to 
work. A volley of sticks and 
stones and several shots, accompanied with 
angry shouts and oaths, was their reply. 
The foreman, however, revolver in hand, 
stood his ground, the mob advanced upon 
him and he emptied the contents of his pistol 
atthem. He then retreated to the bilack- 
smith shop, where he was afforded protec- 
tion,’and the men returned to thelr sheds. 
The foreman at once sent to Pittston for more 
men, and upon their arrival he armed them 
and the combined force managed to overawe 
the laborers, who went quietly to work again. 
From that time on to the present the out- 
breaks were frequent, and several men man- 
aged to leave tue camp and escape without 
wares or any remuneration for the work they 
had done except the poor food they managed 
to exist upon.

JUDGE NORMILE’S SPECIAL GRAND-JURY 
SAID TO BE ILLEGAL 


Reasons Given by Court Officers Why the 
Grand-Jury Is Not a Legally Sum- 
moned Body~—Disappointment Occa- 
sioned by the Governor’s Faiiure to 
Appoint a New Judge. ‘ 


One after another of the lawyers who 
dropped into the Criminal Court to-day, 
gathered around T. B. Harvey, leaning on 
his stick neara table, asking him: 

‘*Where’s your commission?’’ 

It was generally expected that Mr, Harvey 
would be the appointee for Judge of the 
Criminal Court. At 10 o’clock no word had 
come to anyone about the Governor’s inten- 
tions. The space inside the bar was 
full of lawyers, and forty Grand-jurors and 
150 petty jurors werein attendance, as well 
asascoreof witnesses who had been sum- 
moned in cases pending before the court. 
Circvit Attorney Ashley C. Clover was rest- 
less. ‘‘If no Judgeis appointed,’’ said he, 
*‘the court adjourns itself for three days and 
then the term lapses and the cases all go 
Over to the next term. 

‘*Bob Campbeil says that the Judge will 
walk into court five minutes before the time, 


with an appointing telegram from the Gov-’ 


ernor,’’ said a lawyer. 

Fifteen minutes after ten, and no appoint- 
ment. Everybody was impatient. Circuit 
Attorney Clover walked upto Deputy Sherif 
Culkin and said: 

‘*Adjourn court, 
ish.’’ 

Deputy Sheriff Culkin ordered the witnesses 
and jurors to be in their places the next day 


and adjourned court. 
MR. HARVEY’S ENEMIES. 

It was stated with freedom about the court- 
room that Recorder of Voters James L. Car- 
lisle and ex-Assessor of Water Rates Jos. 
Temple were making a bitter fight on Mr. 
Harvey endtbus causing the delay. One at- 
torney said that the Governor told him Fri- 
Gay that he had come to &t. Louls 
resolved to appoint Mr. Harvey, but had 
found ‘**the boys’’ against him, Mr. Temple, 
it was stated, had told the Governor that Mr. 
Hlarvey was no Democrat and had proved it 
by showing that thelawyer had bet a hat 
with E. E. Gujon six years agothat Wm, A. 
Hobbs would beat Mr. Temple for Recorder 
of Reeds.’ Recorder Carlisle’s opposition was 
gaid to be caused by Mr. Harvey’s expression 
of resentment four years ago, when the 
vote of the Twenty-se venth Ward went for 
A. A. Paxson and against him in the convene 
tion nominating a candidate for Circuit At- 
torney. Recorder Carlisie was chairman of 
the delegation, and left the convention just 
before the roll was called, He afterwards 
declared to Mr. Harvey that the ward had 
been called for Paxson through a mistake of 
the man he had lett in charge, but Mr. Har- 
ver. beaten by the ward’s vote, refused to 
eccept the explanation, and accused Carlisle 
of treachery in words that burned them- 
selves into the memory of the Recorder. 

THE GRAND-JURY ILLEGAL, 

Circuit Attorney Clover says that thein- 
dictments returned by the special Grand-jury 
will not be legal, as the order for the Grand- 
jury was made during the session of a regu 
lar Grand-jury. ‘*ihe only authority Judg 
Normile had for calling this: special Grand- 
jury,’’ said Mr. Clover this morning, ‘*‘was 
sem, 4084 0f the Revised Statutes and you can 
read it for yourself,’’ and he pointed to a 
section, which reads as follows: 

sec. 4084—If anv. offense be committed or discoy- 
ered during the sitting of any court mavens jurisdic- 
tion thereof, afterthe Grand-jury attending such 
court shali be discharged, such court may, in its 
digeretion, by an order to be entered on its minutes, 
direct the Sheriff to summon another Grand-jury, 

Now, if there is any other section authoriz- 
ing the calling of a special Grand-jury Idon’t 
know it.’’ continued Mr. Glover. ‘‘The order 
for this jury was issued wile the last Grand- 
jury was 'n session and was accordingly Mie- 
gaiand the new Grand-jury will tuerelore 
bare no legal standing at all."’ 

PXPLAINING THE [RREGULARITY. 

An exali:ination ofthe records of the court 
guowed that the order calling the special 
Grand-jury was made July 9. or only four 
days after the July Grand-jury was sworn in 
an more than three weeks before the ad- 
journment ofthat body. The clerk's entry 
does not show under what section of the law 
the order was made and Nr, Jucge, the 
clerk, says that in giving the order, 
Judve Normiile did not state his authority or 
give any reason for the order, 

So Deputy sberiff Culkin, however, Judge 
Normile said that he gave the order on ac- 
count of the Fatrand other attractions here 
in Octover which generally had the effeet of 
obstructing the business of the court. 
‘¢Ju ige Normile told me,’’ said Mr. Culkin, 
to-day, ‘‘that it was hard to get a Grand- 
gury together in October and particularly 
Guring tue Falrand that his intention was to 
have this spectal September Grana- 

‘gury attend to aii cases brought to light since 
the July Grand-jury adjourned, and all new 
matter up tothe end of September, Then he 
did not intend tocall the regular October jury 
at all. The september special Grand-jury 
was to take the place of the regular October 
Grand-jury and he told me to notify Jury 
Commissioner Mansfield to that effect. I 
didn’t hear the Judge say by What authority 
he issued the order, but I supposed, of 
course, that it was a legal one.’’

$8 and $4 take advantage of this popular 
ignorance. [ do not say that the gentlemen 
who have resigned would resort to this trick, 
but I do say that the persons who have been 
working at these rates rob Peter to pay 
Paul on the price of the coffin. The trouble 
with the gentlemen who resigned is 
this: They thought that someone else 
Was getting all the business at cut rates and 
they were getting none of it. Asa matter of 
fact the number of deaths was 193 less for the 
past six months than for the same 
last year, People have 
been dying very radidly, and 
low funeral rates on carriages and hearses 
will not increase the death rate.

AT QUARANTINE. 


Mayor Noonan Preparing to Bar Out 
the Cholera. 
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HE VISITS QUARANTINE ON A TOUR OF 
INSPECTION. 


Hie Visit Will Be the Subject of a Letter 
to the Health Commissioner—The Citt- 
zens’ Sanitary Inspectors Are Still 
at Their Good Work-—  To-day’s Ka- 
port. 


Mayor Noonan Is taking action to have the 
Quarantine placed on a footing to insure the 
enforcement of strict and proper quarantine 
regulations should cholera obtaina foothoid 
in this country. 

Yesterday the Mayor paida visit to Quar- 
antine, following a call at Jefferson Barracks 
with Water Commissioner Holman, The 
Mayor found that the institution was in 
thoroughly good shape with the exception of 
its water supply, which, being drawn from 
the river below the city, contains danger of 
impurity that should be done away with, 
The plan was proposed that a 4-inch water 
main should be run to connect with the 6- 
inch main endingat the Barracks, and thus 
obtain the water supply from the city’s res- 
ervoirs. It was found that 50 far 
as accommodations at the quarantine 
are concerned, quarters, tents, bedding,etc., 
the institution is in proper condition, and 
also cleanly and well-kept. The Mayor will 
at an early moment address a letter to 
Hiealth Commissioner Brennan calling the at- 
tention of the Board of Health to the sub- 
ject of proper quarantine preparations. 

The ‘**Citizen Sanitary Inspection,’’ work- 
ing in co-operation with the Post- DISPATCH, 
continue the crusade against the city’s 
‘*danger spots,’’ Their fifth day’s report is 
published below, and is also in the hands of 
the Health Department for action.

Following the beneficial ‘effect of such in- 
flUences as the legal decision against the 
Texas Railroad Commission, the decision of 
Chancellor McGill against the Reading Co.

The mone- 
tary conference, whose sittings are to com- 
mence within abouta month, will by its de- 
cisions precipitate and compel an early 
choice of final action by this country. If it 
should turn out thata sufficient number of 
influential Governments will join the United 
States in determining the future valuation of 
silver and in removing all iegal restraints 
uponits coinage and its legal tender force, 
then the question will be settled for us on the 
basis of free-coinage of both the metals.

Kid Gleason Gives His Ideas on Suc- 
cessful Pitching. 


HE BELIEVES IN LETTING FIELDERS 
EARN THEIR SALARIES. 


The Opposing Pitcher Should Be Let Set 
the Pace—Some Good Advice to Youth- 
ful “‘Phenoms’—A Echedule of the 
Coming Events in the Athletic World— 
General Sporting News. 


**Kid’’ Gleason, the Browns’ star twirler, 
has acquirea a national reputation for the 
consistent mannerin which he continues to 
win games. When one takes Into considera- 
tion the fact that at times his support has 
been abominabie and frequently when a base 
hit would have changed the result 
the Browns have been found wanting, 
his work has been wonderful. He has upto 
date pitched as many, if not more winning 
games than any other pitcher inthe Twelve 
Club League. His record of winning four- 
teen straight games made during the 
Closing days of the first champlonship 
contest will go down into history as one of 
the greatest achievements accomplished by 
any pitcher in the business this season. The 
**Kid,’’ speaking about pitching recently, 
said: ‘*The days of south pawsand youthful 
phenomena are past.

The idea most youngsters attempt to carry 
out, aS soon as they secure a position with 
a first-class club, of mowing down every 
batsman they encounter is alla mistake. What 
they should doin my opinion is to let them 
hit the bali. This does not mean when the 
bases are occupied. That is the time when 
effective pitching counts, anda pitcher who 
has been exerting himself steadily from the 
Start is liable to give out just at the critical 
period, 

‘*l always aim to win,’’ continued Gleason. 
‘*Thatiswhat I am employed forand itis 
the object lendeavorto attain every time I 
enter the box. It matters little to me 
whether the score stands 20 to 190rl1tod, 
justsolwin. lIalways permit the opposing 
pitcher to set the pace and then play to pass 
him. Ifhe is thumped hard it is an easy 
mattertodo so, providing, of course,I am 
nottreated in the same manner. if. that 
occurs I rely on my support to pull me 
through.

The Wrecked Steamer Western Reserve 
Was Faulty in Construction. 


West Bay Ciry, Mich., Sept. 5.—Thos. 
Fitzgerald, the foreman of Wheeler’s yards, 
and who was employed in the Cleveland 
yards at the time the Western Reserve was 
being built, continues to talk about the faulty 
construction of the ill-fated steamer West- 
ern Reserve. He claims that while the 
Western Reserve was under construction he 
informed the superintendent of the yard, and 
afterwards President Coffinberry, that the 
work on the vessel was not of the right sort. 
He told Ooffinberry that he would not be long 
in regretting that stouter material was not 
being used and better workmen employed. 
Fitzgerald was discharged from the yards 
soon after and claims tohave made an 
affidavit before Government Inspector of 
Hulls Ye Wolfe regarding the unseawortht- 
ness of the vessels being built, the Wade and 
the Western Reserve. He says the Pontiac 
was built in the same manner and soon had 
to be sent back to the vardto have her deck 
beams replaced that had a broken in two 
from the strain on the vesse:.

CANAL TOLLS. 


Canadian Shippsrs Holding Back for De- 
velopments. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept, 5.—Reports re- 
ceived as to the collection of tolls onthe 
Sault Ste. Marie (St. Mary’s Falls) Canal 
underthe President’s prociamation seem to 
indicate that Canadian vessels are holding 
back, waiting to see what action the Cana- 
dian Government will take in the way of re- 
funding the tolls imposed by the United 
States. Thus far the Canadian authorities 
have not given the slightest indication of 


any purpose to fulfilthe expectations enter- 
tained or them in that respect and the grain 
steamers are leaving Montreal only haif 
loaded. 

On the first day ofthe enforcement of the 
proclamation only one vessel out of sirty-two 
which passed through was a Canadian bottom. 
This was the United Empire, which carried 
560 tons of four and twelve tons of mixed 
freight for Sarnia.
